We read, that two 
great Lights were made, the greater 
Light to rule the Day, and the leffier 
Light to rule the Night, and the Stars 
, eifo, which are No&urnat lights ap¬ 
pertaining to, and referring under the 
Moon: Now this affords us a further 
Demonftration, that the World muff 
confxft of a fiery and watery Efience, 
and of no more than thefe two, be- 
1 eaufe we find the fame onely diftin- 
1 guiih’d into Day and Night, which 
i are governed or fuperintended by two 
different Luminaries, the one having 
dominion over the Day, ami the other 
1 over die Night. Now it is a thing 
known to aU, that the Sun which 
I rules by Day is a fiery Efience, and 
I the Moon on the contrary a cool Wa- 

( tery Efience (of which fee my thoughts 
about Natural Fhihfophy)\x(\dz'i it is 
1 a thing well known to all Sea-faring* 

' Men, 
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Men, that the Mocui has .dominion 
<jiver the Waters, becaufe it cautfeth 
•them to fwell and increafe v as is af> 
parent in the Spring-tides, which 
happen at the Fii|l-tnoon,which ihews . 
that the Moon hath comrnjJoicaStioli 
with the Waters, and confequently 
mud be partaker of their Nature; •. 

jT ir. And for as much as the Hea¬ 
vens and Earth confift of thefe two 
. Efiences the fiery arid 
via. Div. At- eatery, it follows, that 
trt. p.i7a. a jj Creatures proceeding 
from the Earth, muff likewife con-, 
fill of the fame ( as hath been Ihew- 
ed ^T 9.) and when any thing be¬ 
comes defe&ive in its fiery Ellence, 
fo as that it cannot, as formerly, form; 
and fubdue the watery Efience for the 
lupport of its Body, then the* Body, 
decays and dies. 

§ ix. Now as the Sun by its Fire 
doth excite, and quicken every thing f 

•Vid. o™. F° n Emh. “app^rsin 
trib. p. 161. hummer, when the Sun is 
. near 
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hear us; fo likewife the Fire; wh’ch is 
prdper and peculiar to every Creature, 
does preterite it in Life, which we can 
no way better experience than in our 
lelves: For we find that when this 
Heat or Warmth begins to decreafe 
in its wonted efiiciency or activity; 
we grow chilly and cold; and when; 
the fame ceafeth all together, we die. 
Conclude we therefore; that the Fire 
which preferves and maintains our Ufa 
I and without which no body can 

&uft of neceffity he the life it felf of 
every Creature : For feeing that all of 
them confift of Fire and .Water ; as 
food as the Fire in any of them cea¬ 
feth-frpm its wonted A&ivity, they 
. immediately die and periih.

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netrate, it would never be able to il¬ 
luminate or quicken the fame, and fo 
that Body would have the Power of 
giving Life to its felf, which is not 
enely contrary to experience, but 
aHo implies a contradiction accord* 
fog to JT 3 and 8. Now that which 
enters, and pierceth through Bodies^ 
cannot be a Body, becaufe it is im- 
jpoflible for one Body to penetrate a* 
nother, without taking up more place 
than it did before j wherefore that 
which makes Bodies, and can both 
enter, and pafs through them, 1 muft 
be a Spirit. 


§ 14. Having therefore demonftra- 
ted, that the Fire of every Creature 
is fpiritual, and feeing that there are 
many kinds of Fire, we how proceed 
to lhew the Differences thereof. All 
forts of Fire may be reduced to one 
of thefe'three, Viz. the Natural Fire 
of the Creatures , the Fire of the Sun, 
and laftly Artificial, ( otherwife cal¬ 
led Culinary) Fire, 


git . The 

%*v .. .. 
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the Ijhtaral Fire of the Creatoreir 
is that yital flame which according: 
to its operative Virtue, forms its dwii 
Body, and is nothing elfe but the 
Spirit, or fiery Life of all Creatures 
Which Fire of the Creatures is natu- 
vial, as long as it doth nor deviate 
from its proper efficiency and order, 
nor forced into a violent Motion^ 
which makes it to burn, and as it 
were, burft forth into a flame. 

Artificial Fire is nothing elfe but 
the Fire of the Creatures, when by 
violence and fwift Motion it is kin¬ 
dred in its natural Efficiency, which 
hindrance or difturbance is nothing 
elfe but a fwift Mortification* by 
means of which fuddain dying, thd. 
Fire of the Creatures^ which by bur-* 
ning cannot be annihilated, becomes 
the fooner advanced to a new Birth, 
which otherwife by a flow Death or 
Corruption would not arrive at a new 
Life, till after a much longer timtt> 
And like as the Creatures by an ex¬ 
ternal violent Motion, may be turn¬ 
ed to an Artificial Fire 5 fa likewife 
G * any 
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any one may by a fuddain Paffion, or 
feme other way^ put his inward Fire- 
into fuch a Motion, as thereby to 
make it ceafe from its prefent order¬ 
ly Operation, and fo die'fuddainty. 
Whence it follows, that the Fire we 
call Artificial , to fpeak properly, is 
not) neither can it be made by us y as 
being nothing elfe but a Deftru&iori 
of Bodies, and a fwift Motion; by 
means whereof the Fire of Creatures 
cither dies; or changeth its Activity 
or Operation. 

The Fire of the Sun , is that which 
excites the mortified Fire of the Crea¬ 
tures, and awakes it into a new Birth, 
which Solar Fire never ceafeth to work i 
but always operates after one and the 
fame manner, in order to advance this 
World to its perfection. Wherefore 
it is neceflary for the Sun to be in 
continual motion, that by means 
thereof it may excite all Creatures, 
and vivifie them in due time. For if 
the Sun ihould always abide in the 
fame place, and from thence conti¬ 
nually dart its Rays to one quarter of 
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the Earth, it would burn and con- 
fume all that was there, and bring , 
forth nothing to a perfed Birth, as 
we find by experience in a Burning- 
Glafs, which by concentring the 
Beams of the Sun, doth kindle a 
flame, whicheffed cannot be produ¬ 
ced by Artificial Fire 5 becaufe the 
Fire of the Sun is more conftant 
and unchangeable in its Adivity ; 
whereas on the contrary all artificial 
or made Fires,-are continually chan¬ 
ged. 

§15. And for as much as Salt 
doth greatly partake of the Nature of 
Fire, it will not be improper to treat 
of; it here.- It is certain, that wbere- 
feever Fire is, there Salt isalfo; whe¬ 
ther it be in the Air, Earth, Vegeta¬ 
bles, Animals, &c. For which reafon 
-probably the Greeks fignified Salt by 
the word aA<^, and the Sum they call’d 
"HAios, by which likenefs of Names, 
; they would reprefent to us the like¬ 
nefs of. their Natures. And for the 
fame, reafon the Romans called theSm 
C 3 SqI^ 
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Sol, and Salt Sal , and feme of the 
Antients alfo have told us, that the 
Sun was the Salt of the World. 

Now that wherefoever Fire is found, 
there Salt is alfo, Experience teach? 
eth us in Sweat, Urine, &c; which do 
not onely contain Fire, as the Pbofi 
fhorus fhews, but Salt alfo ; and the 
falter any ones Sweat or Urine is, the 
more lively and vigorous he is alfo- 
lb that Salt is a emfequent or birth of 
the Fire, for we find that Eire turns 
to Salt, whereof we have a proof in 
Pot-alhes, called by Chymifls Cine- 
res Clavellati- for when Wood is 
burnt with a Reverberatory-fire, *it 
yields more of an AlkaliousSait, than 
when it is confum’d with an ordina¬ 
ry open Fire; becaufe when a Rever¬ 
beratory-fire is ufed, part of the Fire 
becomes precipitated into Salt, and 
doth not fly away, as when the Fire 
.is open ; and this Alkali may be chan? 
ged into Salt-petre, put of which the 
Refiners extra# common Salt; both 
which Salts are found in all Creatures^ 
of-which the Salt-petre is the more 
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fiery, and the common Salt the more 
bodily. 


$ 16. Having thus demonftrated 
that Salt derives its Original from 
the Fire, becaiife that Fire is chan¬ 
ged into Salt, we (hall now further 
illuftrate the fame Truth, by Ihewing, 
Viz. that Salt is alfo turned into Fire : 
For we find that when at any time 
the Sea over-flows the Land, that the 
Salt it leaves uponk, dothafterfome 
Years make it exceeding fruitful, 
which could not be, except that the 
Salt were turned, for the moft part 
of it, into a living Prolifick-fire, be- 
. caufe nothing can be 1 produc’d but by 
its own proper living Fire, as ap¬ 
pears from $ ii, and mall be further 
demonftrated § 34—41. 

§ 17. When we heedfuUy confider 
this Effaft of Nature, Viz. that the 
Fire doth produce Salt , and that Salt 
reciprocally 'is '■ -in part cbangd into a 
' Frolifick Md frunifying Fire , we fhall 
- fqrely be ; glided to a clearer under?* 
' ^ <• ftanding 
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(landing of the Words of our Saviour, 
Mark 9.49. Every one Jjhall he falted 
with Fire . And this Fire or Life 
which is in the Salt, is properly that 
which preferves the Creatures from 
Putrefa&ion; for when this life hath 
once left the Salt, it is no longer of 
ufe to feafon things withall, and 
therefore we read Ver£ 50. But if the 
Salt hath loft its Savour , viz. (its li¬ 
ving Virtue whereby it preferves 
Meat from Corruption ) wherewith 
(hall it he falted? or as it might be 
> rendred, how will yon he able to feafon 
any thing with it, fo as to preferve if 
from Corruption ? And Matth. 5. 13. 
we are told, that it is goodfor nothing 
hut to he caft out , and to he trod un¬ 
der foot hy Men. Fpr being no longer 
of ufe, it is cad out upon the Earth, 
that it may die there in order to at¬ 
tain a new Birth, andfo becompufe- 
full and fruitful! as before. 


§ 18. As every Creature hath its 
> vivify ing spirit or Fire, fo 
m pVin. r itmuft Ukewife have its 
> female. 
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Femaleor watery. Eflence,according to 
what hath Been proved § 7$.viz. that 
all things are, ^ produdt of the Water. 
.Which is confirm’d to us by Experi¬ 
ence in Mines,, that die or putrifie 
,\ into Worms, which Worms devour 
| the Mountains (even as Wood breeds 
i Worms that eat up the wood ) and 
by this means feveral vaft Arches and 
Paflages are made under ground : 
which Arches ,d° afterwards give 
forth a water, ■ which dropping down 
continually congeals jn procefs of 
time, into great Stones, formed like 
Pillars, which dony Pillars abide the 
Fire; whereas the Water whereof 
> they are congealed, doth proceed 
from Lime-done* This is common¬ 
ly found in the Dukedpm of Sultz* 
I back in the Upper Palatinate, accorr 
I ding as I have taken notice thereof in 
| rny Thoughts, aj>ou,t Natural fhilofophy . 
! The fame alio is found in all Plants 
and Vegetables, which do all grow 
and propagate themfelves by their 
Juice or Water; for a$ their Moidure 
4 ywnil^eth o|r %i.es ? they withered 

" . : die. 
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die. And if we fearch into the Nu¬ 
triment of Man, we (hall find that 
the Meat he eats,. muft be changed 
into a fluid Water, to the end that 
being afterwards turned into Blood, 
and other necefiary Juices or Liquors, 
it may readily circulate and pafs 
through the whole Body and reno¬ 
vate the fame. 

S 19. And for as much as the Food 
we eat muft nourifh and maintain the 
very leaft parts of the'Body, which 
in form and efficiency are greatly 
differing from each other • therefore 
it follows that the fame muft be chan¬ 
ged into a Spiritual water, to the 
end it may pierce into all and every 
leaft part of the Body : Yea what is 
more our Food muft be reduc’d to that 
high Degree of Spirituality, as to be a 
fit Nutriment for our Thoughts; for 
when a Man is hungry, helhallfind 
that his Thoughts are not fa free and 
copious, as when he is refrcfh’d by 
due and temperate eating $ whence 
we (nay with great Evidence con* 

' . chide. 
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clude, that the Food wherewith we 
are nourished muft be changed into 
fuch a Spiritual Eflence, as is that out 
of which our Thoughts and Ideas are 
formed j becaqfe we find that by tod 
earned Cogitations* the ffrength of 
the Stomach is oftentimes fo far dimi- 
nifhed, that it can no longer diged 
the Food it hath received, and by this 
defed: of digedion in the Stomach, 
we are made unfit and unable for 
much thinking or dudying. Now if 
fo be our Thoughts were not fed and 
maintained from the Food we eat, 
neither would the want or indigefti- 
on of it, be the caufe of the dirrjini- 
fhing or weakening of our Thoughts, 
as may be evidently perceiv’d in thofe 
who ,are lick, and eat little or, no¬ 
thing, as well as in others, who over- 
burthen themfelves with Meat and 
Drink. And indeed, if fo he our 
j Thoughts or Images were not formed 
out of the: watery Ejfenoe, hy our fiery 
| Spirit^ it mud follow that a Man 
might flunk or meditate without re¬ 
ceiving Food convenient for-‘ hiha : 
‘ V" whiebi 
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which being impoflible and contrary 
to all Experience, we may conclude 
that the Thoughts and Ideas or Ima¬ 
ges that are in us, do confift of a fiery 
and watery Efien- e. 

For fuller proof hereof, let us con- 
fider, that every one finds by Expe¬ 
rience in foimielf, that after much 
Weeping, he will be .unfit to excogi- :i 
tate any thing, or to form any Ideas; 
and when even any Perfon doth lo , 
far continue his weeping, that it be¬ 
comes cultomary and habitual; he 
fliall by this means find himfelf fo , 
utterly devoid of Thoughts, that afr ' 
terwards he ihall no longer be capa¬ 
ble of thinking, with understanding, 
or forming any coherent Ideas, but , 
become mopiih without concerning • 
himfelf with, or minding any thing. 
From which Experiences it follows, \ 
that Thoughts or Ideas are formed , 
out of our watery Efience, for if they 
did not confift of it, how would it be j 
potfible for them to be weakened, or 
even wholly to peafe by much weep¬ 
ing? Of which Jee .rrjore J': 30^ We 1 
; i. .; fin^ 
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find likewife that thofe who are trou¬ 
bled with a Cold, have not onely 
their Sehfes of Smelling and Tailing 
much' impaired, but moreover are 
thereby made unfits for much think¬ 
ing or ftudy $ which is a further proof 
that the Thoughts owe’ their Origi¬ 
nal to Water, and confift of the fame, 
for other wife they could not be kin¬ 
dred by a Gold, in which Difiem- 
per the Water of the Microcofm is 
turned info Snivel and Fleam, inftead 
of fupplying Matter to our Thoughts 
and Senfes : Of which fee JF78. 

And I leave it to every ones confix 
deration, whether things Spiritualdo 
not (land in need of a fpiritual Nutri¬ 
ment ; and feeing that moderate feed¬ 
ing ftrengthens and envigorates our 
Thoughts, whether this be not evi¬ 
dent proof that our Food muft be 
made fpiritual, before it can ferve for 
a fit Aliment to our Thoughts, which 
are fpiritual.

Now the realon why 
the Water is deflitute of all Figure is, 
that it might be the fitter to bring 
forth all manner of Figures and Qua¬ 
lities.

it is certain, that where any pain is 
allayed, andreft comes in thepiaceof 
if, there the A$ivity of the fiery 
Life is reftrained from excels and ex¬ 
orbitance. -Opium. therefore reduceth 
the violent A&ivity of our Life to 
reft and quiet, by which means our 
Strength is preferred, when it is in 
due proportion adminiftred, and with

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ter j Experience teaching us that Hy- 
drophobous Creatures abhor the War 
ter; and together with the Abhor¬ 
rence, their Life is excited into fp 
violent an A&ivity (figns whereof 
are their malicioufnds in bifingevery 
thing they meet with, their jfcontinq- 
al foaming at the Mouth, &c.) as tha t 
thereby they grow mad, and lb die, 
in cafe they be not timely relieved- 
We find alfo, that no Creature is fo 
much obnoxious to this Diftemper, 
as a Dog; and it is very well worth 
our enquiry what may be the reafon 
why this Difeafe is more incident to 

S ;s, than other Animals. Aoatp- 
in this cafe cannot inform us, that 
Configuration of the in ward parts 
ot a Dog, fhoqld make him rather 
fubjed to this Difeafe, than that of 
other Creatures: Neither will our Ar 
torpical or Corpufcular Philofophers, 
ever be able to demonflrate ; that 
the Particies in a Dog are more dif- 
posd to caufe Hydrpphpby, than 
thole of other Animals.

a Dog is; for which; reafon the An¬ 
cients called the hotted time of the 
Ypar, the Dog-days ; neither is there 
any Animal that drinks fo frequently, 
pr lets his Tongue hang fo much out 
of his Mouth, nor any thing that 
fetcheth his Breath fo thick and 
drong as a Dog doth, when he hath 
run never fo little; a Dog’s Urine is 
alfo fak beyond that of other living 
Creatures, and other fuch like: All 
which qualities taken together evi¬ 
dently demonftrate that the fiery Life 
pf a Dog, is in a continual vigorous 
and drong Activity, and consequent¬ 
ly dands in need of abundance of 
Liquoiir or Moifture to moderate the 
vigorous A 4 ivity /of his Fire: And 
therefore whenfpeycr he wants Wa¬ 
ter, and is tgrqiented with Third he 
grows impatient,. and at, lail conceives 
*ft qvqjrjfop {of 

V-,;' • * * means 
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nieans his Fire becomes inflam’d into 
’ fuch a violent A&ivity; which ren¬ 
ders him fo malicious as to bke every 
tiling he meets with/Which’biting 
for as much is it participates of the 
diforder’d fiery Life ofthe Dog,' doth 
excite the fame 'violent 'Activity as 
well in the Fire of Men as Of Other 
Creatures, and fotranfmits the fame 
Difeafe arid kills them, if they be -not 
helped in time. : . ; : ' r ' 

This Difeafe therefore being no¬ 
thing elfe blit a too violent Excitati¬ 
on of the Fire-life, accompanied with 
an abhorrence from 1 Water, Cain 1 no 
other way be relieved, than by put*» 
ting a flop to this violent Activity, 
ana effacing or mortifying their aver- 
(ion from Water. And feeing that it 
is the Nature of Water to caufe mor¬ 
tification, as S 2.1, lx. confe^uehtly 
it mortifies, and effaceth this -violent 
operation of the Fire in Hydropho* 
bous Animals • as hath b’een prov’d 
by Experience upon-* -D*og that wai 
bit by airad Dc^, 1 arid by this means 
becarne Hydrephobbasj - who after 
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having been feveral times caft into 
the Water was cured 5 and fo likewife 
Men that were fo bitten, have by the 
fame means been recovered. > 
Neither are Hydrophobpus Crea¬ 
tures onely this way cured • but my 
Father alio in his Writings makes men¬ 
tion of many Fools or diftra&ed Per- 
fansy ( mz. fiich as by Imagination, 
Love, Sorrow, or the like, are be* 
come fbohih, by haring excited their 
Fire into a continual Activity, but 
not tfiofe who ar&bwrn fo ) who by 
chance falling intd the Water, and 
being taken up for dead, and conti¬ 
nuing fo for fotne time, upon the 
thrufting of a Kmfe-fheath. that had the 
point cut off, batik their Fundament, 
and foeie blowing through the fame, 
till the Water gniht outof the Mouth 
of the drowned Party; havenot onely 
been reftored to life, ( becaufe the 
Water was not yet come into their 
Belly,- which is the Seat of the Breath 
of Lifo) but alfoto the full ufoof 
their .underflanding, which they had 
before they were djftra&cd.-Xhis 
-v:, ; - 4 " ' Me- 
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Method of, curing Fools, and diftra* 
&ed Perfons, Dr. RkbarJfon, accords, 
ing to his own Confeffion* learnt out 
of my Father’s Writings, and ufing 
the feme, recovered many. The way 
he took was this, having ftript the 
Parties naked, he bound their hands 
upon their backs, and ty’d their Feet 
to a Rope faftned to a pulley for to 
let them down more,or lefs deep into 
the Water ; and then fetting them up¬ 
on a Bench with their Backs towards 
a great Veflel with Water, he pull'd 
therft up by the Rope Which was fart* 
ned to their Feet, and fo let them fall 
with their Heads downwards to their 
Wafte into the Water, yet fo as that 
their heads did not touch the bottom 
of the Veflel, and there left them till 
he judged that their upper Parts were 
drowned ; It may happen indeed that 
fome through fear, or becaufe they 
are not ftrong enough to hand out 
this Method, may mifcarry and die j 
and therefore it is fitting that permif- 
fion fhould be prqcur’d froth the Ma- 
giftratefpr the exercifing of this.

From what hath been here ailed* 
ged, it appears very evident, that 
'Water puts a flop to the too violent 
and exorbitant Operation of the fiery 
Life, or doth raortifie the fame, and 
alter the Operation of the Idea’s that 
affliit and torment diftra&ed and Hy- 
drophobous Perfons. .Andfincethefe 
Idea’s confift of ja fiery and watery 

Eflence, 
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Eflence, according to $ t 9 , cdrife* 
tpieatlythofe afflitftive ranges may, 
thcfc two ways bereave Perfdns of 
their uitderftanding'* biz. either by 
ftirringupouf fire iittoan over-fthwg 
A&ivity, which caufeth Raging Mad* 
nefty and 4s hath brtri faid, may krt 
fcveral Cafes be cored by carting the 
Patients into the Water * or elfe by 
producing fuch a Sorrow and Melan¬ 
choly, as is accompanied with conti- 
nuai weeping, which often caufes the - 
Pertons fo affli&ed to become mopifb 
or fodijk, as hath been hinted JT 19. 


$ ?°- Thefe Observations will ail* 
to point us to the Reafon, why 
Laugher and Weeping are proper to 
Mankind • for we find that when for 
the Death of a Friend,or other Caorfe, 
we are feized with extraordinary 
Sorrow, if we do weep freely, our 
Sorrow is by this means alleviated, 
and that the Image of our dead Friend, 
? r ,j K Thoughts of fonie other fair 
ferd Lodes, will ho fynger be fo 
rtrongly preietit Witlhr Us. And orf 
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the contrary, Experience informs us, 
that Perfcns Over-taken with feme 
great grief or affluSfcion, when they 
cannot difcharge their Sorrow by 
weeping, do. often fall into, feme 
DMlenaper .or Sicknefs, becaufe the 
Idea of. the caufe of their Sorrow, 
by • this meatif'encfeafeth; arid coati* 
niaes ftUI prefeat with them * which 
natural efre& teacheth us, that the 
Water ; whence ouy Tears proceed* 
ferves for fupport and fupply of the 
N Idea’s or Images we receive from 
without,! or do form our fefcres (: that 
our Thohghts or Idea’s are formed out 
of the Water, and by it are preferved 
in their Efficiency, fee $ 19.) where* 
fore whenever any Perfon breaks 
forth into Tears, whether the <paufe 
be .forrow Or joy r by this means'the 
i Idea or Image which was Continually 
a< 5 tive in, and prefent withJiim^ will 
wane and d^re^fe in its .• A&iy*cy^ 

I and be reduc’d becaufe thac 

which is the Support of thbfe Images 
is taken away by weeping; For. as 
all tbings;are debilitated, -that-is, de- 
:■ • ! ft,-^.JCteafe ■ 
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creafe in their A&ivky, upon the fai* 
lure of their wonted aliment; fo 
likewife mull the Idea’s, which are 
continually operative in us, change 
this their Activity, when ever we 
take away their aliment, and fuffcr 
it to run away in Tears; And ac¬ 
cordingly we Ihall experience, that 
after having wept abundantly, we 
Ihall find our felves indifpofed for the 
forming of any perfect Thoughts or 
Images. 

In like manner wheh any one 
laughs till the Tears break forth, he 
Ihall find himfelf afterwards lelspow*' 
erfully moved with the pleafontnels 
of the objedt that caus’d his Laugh* 
ter; becaufe through laughter, the 
Images are weakned in their over 
great Activity: And the old Proverb, 
that a Fool is khoxat hy much Laugh¬ 
ter, contains a certain Truth) be-' 
caufe continual laughing changes the 
Images or Thoughts we frame, and 
therefore they that laugh much, can¬ 
not excogitate any matter fully, and 
confequendy can never attain ton 
good Undemanding. It 
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It is4ilfo well worth our Enquiry* 
whether it be not for this reaion, that 
the Worrienfix weeks after 

their Delivery; are according to their 
Cuftom baptized, and that in fuch a 
manner, as that the Water covers 
their Head and whole Body; without 
leaving the leaft hair of their Head 
above the Water; vh. to the End 
that the former Image, they have 
been enamour’d of might die, and 
they thereby be difpofed for recei¬ 
ving another or better Image, at their 
Impregnation. And for as much as 
Water is iti its own Nature deletori- 
ous to Images, it is worth our fern 
ous confideratioQ, whether this doth 
not prove Baptifm to be natural^ and 
of a natural Efficiency.' 

S $1. Having proved that all thing^ 
confift of a fiery, and of an aqueous 
or lunar Eflence} we Will . ... 

proceed to anfwer an oh- 
je&ion; viz. that thefe 
two Efifences are contrary to one an- 
others and cofifquently cannot unite 
E ttfge- 
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together in order to the producing of 
one Birth. Which objection may be 
cafily foived by diftinguBhiog be* 
twist a Fire that continues within 
the Bounds of its. natural A&ivity, 
and that which: is pais’d over into a 
violent and preternatural Operation, 
of both which - Fires, fee 14. As 
for the natural Fire, the feme very 
readily unites with the aqueous Efi 
fence; for we find in our felives, that 
our Heat and Coldare fo united in us, 
as that from their Union, a mild and 
temperate Warmth doth arife. And 
the fame is found in all Vegetables 
and Animals, whofe growth depends 
upon the- Union of Fire and Water. 

As* for artificial or culinary Fire, 
the lame at fird-fight feeras to bo 
contrary to Water ; but when we 
eqnfider, that in time the Fire unites 
with the Water, fq that the Water 
becomes heated by it: We fhall be 
convinced that the Fire then onely 
feems contrary to. the Watery wheat 
its Operation is too violent: Thus 
we find chat a Pcrfcn feized with an

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AgfiS) isfometimes hot, and at othef 
ifidittf tofy, which Ague continueiS 
'ti'rthr hiin as long as his fire is too' 
vidttntfy a#ivd, bat as food as hte 
Firte ccafeth from this too violent 
awd preter-nktural Operation, he id 
no longer fenfible of Heat or Cold, 
but bnefy of a gentle Warmth : from 
^nich plain and certain Obfervationi 
^e v ttiay* iafety conclude, that the 
Fttd is riot contrary to the Water# 
fttfi Ortely-when its Efficiency is too 
viofcnrand prefer-natural.

order of Nature is, for all

things Ihould bear Cway, and not 
comply with, and be fubordinated to 
the Operation of another, the confer 
quence of this would be, that no¬ 
thing would ever be wrought out to 
perfe&ion, hut all things would run 
into diforder and confufion, without 


any form, figure, or diftin&ion. And 
accordingly we find, that the fiery 
Eflence is generally flronger in its 
A&ivify than the aqueous, and hath 
dominion over it, in'order tp tlie 


producing of a Biftlt pu( of it.: Thus 

J ^ . ' •' ** 
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we fee that the Sun is much more 
powerfuJl in its Operation than the 
Moon, and * our fiery Life, ftronger 
•than bur watery Eflence, for other- 
wife it were impoflible for us to live 
fo many Years as we do, if the fiery 
JEflence, as the Male, did not bear 
fway over the watery Eflence, as his 
Wife or Female: For when the Ope¬ 
ration of the Eire decreafeth, and as 
it were refleth j then the watery E£ 
fence becomes predominant, andcau- 
feth Death. : 

As to the fecond Obje&ion ; fure 
it is, that nothing can have com¬ 
munion with another, unlefs it be 
partaker of the fame Nature ; and 
feeing that the watery Eflence, hath 
a quite different Operation from that 
of the fiery, therefore they do not 
feem capable of being united. But 
for the removing of this Difficulty* 
we are to confider,that although two 
Beings may altogether differ in Ope¬ 
ration, yet this doth not hinder their 
having communion together, as hath 
)>een mewed $ 31; and that the a, 
E 3 queou? 
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queous -Eflenee doth partake of the 
fire, the Moon may convince us, 
who receive? her light from thcSiln. 
Moreover, if the Water were not par¬ 
taker of the Nature of Fire, there 
could never any comboftiblc matter 
he fopnd in it, the Fifties in the Sea 
would never afford any Fiat, or Oil/ 
becaufe they confift out of, and by 

the Water-.whence we may con* 

rjude, that the Fire not onely hath 
communion with the Water, fait is 
alfo partaker of its Nature, even as 
a Woman is partaker of the Nature 
of Mao, becaufe fhe was taken out 
of him. 

Moreover, when we fay that Fire 
and Water are wholly contrary to 
pach other, we are hot to underftand 
it fo, as if they could not be united 
together, fen* that is found falfe by 
manifold Experience; but onely that 
they are contrary in Operation, fo 
that the fiery Eflence quickens, and 
the Aqueous mortifies. Now when 
We fay, that fuch a thing doth merit- 
Jfe or cqafc Death, ttys imparts nothing 
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but that it hinders the Life from 
performing its ufttal Operation , by 
Which means the Body is either one- 
1y brought to reft, which happens at 
Night in fleep ; or when the Life by 
a longer or lhorter Ceflation of its 
wont«! Activity, reduceth the Body 
to a more profound te?ft 5 and whett£> 
ver the Lifealtogether Ceaifethfrom its 
former Operation, then the-Body can 
no longer continue,, or. be preferved 
in its prefentState,but mud be chang’d 
as to itsoutward forrtfahdfigure, (ndk 
that the Body is annihilated,that being 
utterly impoflible * becaufe k did not 
originally proceed out of nothing, as 
may be feen JT 5,6,7,but that the Bocty 
returns to that, whence 1 it ; w» forriir- 
ed at firft; or elfe the Life For a time, 
( being as-the Light hidden in the 
Darkneft ) doth not work at all, trie, 
'fe as to bring forth Fruit, by which 
means the feme either changeth its 
Operation, or afterwards brings forth 
better Fruits, which is a thing well* 
known to Gardeners, that the more 
frequently they graft a Tree, or tranf-

yet we are to take notice, that thp 
ijery Spirit hath many Spirits under 
its Dominion,. which greatly differ 
Trom one another in their Efficiency 
or Operation; many whereof have a- 
gain their particular Dominion over 
others, like as in an Army, the Ger 
neraliffimo commands the whole Ar¬ 
my; but befides,this every Regiment, 
Company, §s >c. have their own Com- 
tnanders, and fubaltern Officers; anf- 

fwerabie, 
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fwerable to which, confidering the 
World, and all its feveral parts, we 
ihall find that the fame fubfifts by 
means of the Univerfal Spirit, which 
again hath many other Spifits under 
it, which have command over others; 
As we find that every Star hath its 
pwn propep Operation, and yet all of 
them with, regard to the Univerfe, 
do work in Harmony and fweet A? 
greement together. Jhe Jews were 
very well acquainted with this Go¬ 
vernment or Subordination that is a? 
tnongft Spiritsj and therefore laid 
of our Saviour, Matth. 9.34. He cafis 
out Devih by the Prince of Devils $ 
fo likewife Cb. tx. 14 where our Sa¬ 
viour doth not contradidt them in 
their aflerting, that the Devils had a 
Prince, but confirms this their Sen¬ 
timent by aferibing a Kingdom to the 
Devil. Moreover, that Spirits have 
their Rulers is plainly fignified to us, 
Ephef. x. x. Ch. 6. ix. 1 Thejf. 4.16. 
Jud. 9, Rev. ix. 7, (§V. The fame 
may alfo be evidenced from Experi¬ 
ence, for feeing that fo many dif%

rent Figures of Bodies are continual* 
iy generated, it mud follow, that the 
Life or Spirits of thefe different Bo¬ 
dies, are different alfo in their Ope¬ 
rations, as not being endued with the V* 
fame-Power j for if all of them were 
of the felf-fame Force or Power, they 
* would produce the fame Bodies. But 
the fulleft affurance that we can have 
of this Truth, is from our felves, when 
we confider of how many various 
Parts and Operations our Body con- 
fifts, which different Parts muff have 
their different Spirits • though all of | 
them under the Government and Su* , 
perintendence of our Central Spirit. , 
Furthermore, if fo be every Crea¬ 
ture had not received its proper Life, 
or Fire from God in the Creation, 
differing from thofe of others in Ope¬ 
ration, and always continued fo, then 
it would be poffible for all Creatures 
to be united, and become one and the 
fame, and fo to continue, which is 
altogether contrary to daily Expert 
ence j which teacheth us that diffe¬ 
rent Vegetables, as well as other 

things 
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things can never be lo united, as 
to produce one Birth. And though 
it fometimes happens that Monfters 
are generated, that is, Creatures bom 
of tvyo different Natures; yet it is 
very observable, that thefe cannot 
proceed to procreate their like; for 
Experience tea diet h us, that moft 
Monfters dfe, Without being able to; 
generate one Birth. For as much there-! 
fore as no two different Natures can 
be fo united* as to continue after¬ 
wards in ttie Produ&ion of their like j 
we may with great evidence .con¬ 
clude from hence, that each kind of 
Creatures have their own proper Life, 
different from all others in its Effici¬ 
ency, and fo continues for ever. 

Betides, if fo be all forts of Crea- 
■ tures could be fo united together, as 
to continue always to procreate their 
like' in the fame Union; by this 
means many ^quite different Creatures 
kom thoife that were created at firft, 
would be produced, whereby the Or* 
der which God in the Beginning efta- 
blilh’d in Nature would be wholly 
■ ' ‘ changed. 
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changed, and all forts of Creatures 
would be fo chopt and changed toge¬ 
ther, that no forts of Creatures would 
any longer be diftinguilhable from 
others, which confuflon is altogether 
inconfiftent with the Nature of the 
moft perfe& Being, who bringing 
forth all things mod wifely and order¬ 
ly, cannot fuffer different Natures to 
become united to that Degree, as to 
continue fo for ever, and propagate 
therafelves. Moreover, becaufe it is 
contrary to the Order of Nature, that 
two things of a different Nature 
Ihould be united* therefore it is that 
Qod exprefly forbids the fifaring 
Cartel to gender with a divers kind, 
and the fowing of Fields with differtnt 
Secdsj &c. Levit. 19. *9. Dent. xx. 
9, JO, 11.

Ana feeing that all Seeds or Eflen- 
ces do form themfelvesa Body fuita- 
ble to their appointed and determi* 
nate Efficiency, and are the Caufe of 
its encreafe and growth, and thus ex¬ 
tend or difplay their Activity, accord 
ding to the greatnefs or lktlenefe of 
their Body; it follows that them- . ' 
felves are neither great nor fmalf, 
and confequently are Spirits, and no 
Bodies.

principal Part or Member of the 1 Bo* 
dy, as -through which the Breath 
niuft be Conveighed to our Body; i 
and where the Senfe of fmelling hath i 
its Refidence • fo is the Mouth a Mem- i 
ber of no lefs neceifity, which cheWs i 
the Meat for our Nourilhment, and i 
is the- Inftrument of the- Reliih and i 
Tafte we find i# if. Now to.the End \ 
we may difcover the Ufe and Opera* 
tkm of this Member-j wee’ll enquire ' 
of w'hat-vifibte parts it doth cdWfift/ j

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S' 7-4. We know that the Lipsand 
i Teeth, which are the Forepart ^fths 
i Mouth, are required to thefprming 
i of Speech; j. for thole who have their 
: Lips ft iff,- or flit, as- in thofe .who 
t have Hair-lips, and thole who have 
, no Teeth, -cannot fpeak fo weft as 
if Others,, as is feeq in old Perfons^ 
c and Children alio do not learn, to 
fpeak, till after, they have got Teeth. 
But for as. much as the Lips and Teeth 
alone cannot form the Speech, there¬ 
fore the Tongue, which naturally 
forms the Hebrew, totters fo the 
! Mouth, (as I have fliewed in-my 
Treatife called the Alphabet vfi- Na¬ 
ture) doth principally produce Speech 
with the aififtance of-the PaJatej, or 
• Roof of the Mouth ; and to the End 
the Tongue might readily move it 
.fiblf all manner of ways, flie is fur- 
nifli’d with variety of Nerves. for that 
i purpofe. . 

Now for as much nothing 
can be perfe#ed, as we hayo- .feep 
concerning the Senfe of fn>elling,,ex-

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cept it be produc’d by Male and Fe* ; 
male, or Duality, according to $ 6 &; f 
fo neither carl Our Speech be perfedl- 1 
ed, but by the affiftance of the Zhou* 
ia> which we commonly call the Pa*

Riodly happens whed we have taken , 
cold,y fo as to feel raw, pricking of 
tickling, we find our Speech hinder’d* 
and Tomeemes quite loft • and this,. 
becaufe the matter whereof the Voice 


and Speech is fonded, cannot then be 
perfe&iy elaborated in the XhTOat> 
flap: And this perfect Elaboration or 
Maturation confifts in this* that thd 
&ft Rudiment of onr Voice be foo* 

med 
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nied in that place, which being then, 
diforderd, cannot be done as in thefe 
who are troubled with a Cough, or 
other Difeafes of tfie Throat, which j 
Originator Rudiment of our Speech, 
is that which properly frames our 
’Voice, mull be a, Spiritual EHence, 
becaufe we find that the Voice pro- 
duqeth an Image in us, for wemaiy ; 
know^every one by their Voiccj but 
except we have an Image of. fuch a * 
particular "Man’s voice, we cannot 
know who it, is that fpeaks. And 
iince $ 43, it hath been made ou-, 
that the Images wo receive, cannot 1 
be. nicer Nothings, but fpkitualEf- 
lences, confequently the Voice, which 
uihers its image into our Ears mull 
be fpirituaL I have known a Perfon 
jivho having fpoken much and ear- 
neftly for Tome Days together be¬ 
came dumb} that is, fuffer’d a total 
Lofs of his Speech ,* who as foon as 
a Knot^of co*agulated Phlegm did a- 
rife firom his Throat-flap, wliich was 
fweet like ’Wheat-flower, recover’d 
his Speech again} he experienc’d alfo 
■ - during 
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during; the laid Lois 6f his Speech^ 
that the eating of unleavened Brew'd 
, condUceth to the Recovery of it, but 
that leavened Bread Was prejudicial to 
him. He found alfo, that upon his 
fpitting cftit of the forelaid fweet 
Phlegm,, his Speech again departed 
from him; and that this peculiar 
kind of Phlegm wholly left him, up¬ 
on the full return bf his Speech. 
Which inftarice fufficiently informs 
us, that the Original or firft Rudi¬ 
ment of the Voice, is the Product of 
v the' Griftle of the Throatt-flap, be- 
caufle When-ever that is diftemper’d, 
it produceth Phlegm, inftead of the 
Rudiment of a good and clear Voice.

$ 77. Having now fpoken of Speech, 
its Original and the means of its pro¬ 
duction, and how the fame is di- 
flurb’d taking cold, and the Di* 
ftemper of the Windpipe and Throat- 
flap j we proceed next to enquire what 
a Cold and Cough is. 

The firft Cdufe of a Cold is, a fright 
or apprehenfion arifing from the Serilfc 
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of Cold,whereby the Cold which is i 
lunar and watery Eflence,gets the Pre- 
dominion in us; though it may alio 
.proceed from exceflive eating, Study¬ 
ing,^. whereby our Strength is wa¬ 
iled ; fo that our Life which before 
a&ed regularly, as producing neither 
too much Heat or Cold,, but a mo* 
derateWarmtb,being overpower’d by 
the Cold, prpduceth that which we 
call a Gold | in like manner as we find 
that by a Strong Apprehenjfion and 
Imagination a. Man may be theCaufe 
of his falling fick and dying. Now 
that an apprehenfion or fright is the 
Caufe of Colds, we may perceive 
In thole we call Naturals, who having 
little or no Undemanding, conse¬ 
quently are not apt to be very appre¬ 
hensive or frightful!, for foch feldom 
or never are troubled with Colds ; 
whereas thofe who are apprehenfive 
aad frightful), and fo more fenfible, 
are much more apt to be fees’d with 
this Distemper. So that we may ad¬ 
vance this for a general Maxim, that 
thofe who are lealt frightful!, and live 
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temperately, are generally the ©oft 
Kealthfall, ifld rarely fubje<£ to any 
Sicknefs. 

$<7%* That the Cold, which iyfme 
Apprehenfion or ,Fright y hath got the 
Predominion m iis y is a female or wa¬ 
tery Ejfeuec » we may gather from 
hence, becaufe the Diflemper We call - 
aCoW, arid ihe Phlegm or Snivel ini 
Companion, is form’d arid produc’d 
in thofe places that are griftly, as in 
part hath been ihewed, § yp arid 
It is alfo obfervable, that feme Per * 
font upon taking Cold y are fenfihle of 
Pain in all their Joint r • which Joints 
being nothing elfe bin the meeting of 
two Griftles, from which Griftles the 
Joint-water proceeds, which is of ab- 
Mute rieceffity to perform the Motion 
of the Nerves. And that Griftles* 
which are the proper Seat of a Cold, 
are a female Eflence, (hall be ihewed 
f yhi wheuwecome to fpcakof the 
Bones,- and their Original. K ThisDi- 
ftemper therefore, which we call a 
Gdld, bdng a female or watery Ef- 
# I i . fence* 
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fence, when it gets the Dominion in 
us, itcaufeth manifold diforders, and 
by this means excites various pains, 
and indifpofitions in our Bodies. 

Experience alfo teacheth us, that 
at the Beginning of a Gold, we are 
feized with frequent -freezing, where* 
by our Life being depriv'd of ks 
ftrength, isimade unable to perform, 
its wonted Operations; and foe this 
reafonthe Water that is in us, inftead 
of being elaborated to its due perfc- 
&ion or maturity, is turned to Phlegm 
and Snivel; and became no perfedk 
Smell, Tafte, Sight, &c. can be had, 
except ojur Water ot Lympha be 
throughly elaborated, accordingly we 
find that in a Cold, all the Senfes are 
more or lefs defective or impeded. 

And for as much as this Diftempef 
is elaborated in a Griftle, arid that it 
is a Griftle that fumiiheth Seed; for 
Generation, accordingly it is found 
by Experience, that thofe who have 
a Cold are unfit for Geheration. 
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to endeavour to alleviate and dimi? 
nifh our Cough by little and little,. 
to reftrain our coughing a? much as 
poffible, and to ablktn from Jtnuph 
hawking, {pitting, and loud fpeakiog, 
and fo by this means bring pur Life 
into fepofe and puiet again.; , 

When our Life therefore at any 
time through Impatience, is flirr a 
up into a too, vehement A&ion; \\ 
‘often happens, that this produceth a 
fujlomary or habitual Cough, which of¬ 
ten continues after that the firfi: 
Cough, .which was caufed by the 
Cold, is gone, from which two laft 
Coughs, viz. the Impatient and the 
Habitual fougb, often proceed Con? 
iumptions, Tilfick, and other Diftem? 
persjbecaufe by contmualcoUghing we 
void muchPhlegtny matter, and the 
more we void of thefe, the moire our 
firength is diminiihed $ in as much'as 
$is Phlegmy matter (which bach 
its Original from the Banes, which 
are the parts wherein opr Ufa is con? 
tinually operative) i$ not found in 
found and healthy People but is ela¬ 
borated 

Mr * 4 
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boratcd for the fupport, ftrength, and 
iufteaance of the Body j this Matter 
therefore when it is continually fpit 
forth, rauft of necefliry weaken the 
Body m like manner, as thofe who 
are too frequent in the u{e of Women, 
do thereby wafte their ftrength. *' 

We muft therefore well obferve 
this three-fold Cough , viz. the firfi of 
which is caufed for that the Original 
or Rudiment of the Voice, hath not at - 
tanted its full perfection , the fecond 
proceeds from Impatience , and the 
third from Cuftom and Habit $ thatfo 
we may beable exa&ly to diftinguilh 
them from one another upon occa* 
fion. 


S 80. As the Tongue, Teeth, and 
Roof of the Mouth are required for 
the perfe&ing and compleating of our 
Speech, fo are thcylikewife necefla- 
ry for the chewing of our Meat, with 
the help of a Water, which from all 
parts is conveighed into the Mouth, 
and doth ferment our Meat and quic¬ 
ken it. In like manner as Women in 
m I 4 Arne- 
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America do chew a certain Root, and 
put it into Water, by which means 
the Water is put into a Fermentation, 
which they afterwards make ufe of 
for their dommon Drink. Our meat 
or food being thus prepar’d in our 
Mouths, to become our Aliment, the 
feme is, fwallow’d down through our 
Gullet into our ftomach, where it 
admits a fecond Fermentation, and is 
there conco&ed and digefted to nou- 
rilh our vvhole Body, by means of the 
cootinual Circulation of our Water 
add Blood j the remaining excremen- 
tal part being expell’d by a Wind, 
Which is continually produc’d in the 
Guts, which Wind divides the Excre¬ 
ments into" parts, that they are well 
digefted, as may be feen in theDung 
pf Horfes, Sheep, Sfc. .' 

$81. That the Stomach hath its 
own proper Ferment, which digefts 
our Meat, and prepares it to be fur¬ 
ther digefted by every Member, for 
their fupport, according to § jo, needs 
no other proof, than what every one 

finds 
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finds in himfelf; for as foon as the' 
Ferment of our ftomach is diforder- 
ed, the whole Body is diftemper’d 
with it: More especially we are fen- 
fible, that the Operation of the Hdfef, 
is thereby difturb’d. Now in cafes 
where the Stomach hath loft its 
ftrength, that is, when the Opera- 
tivenefs of the Life begins to decay, 
then no Medicines can help-: But if 
the Ferment, or Life of the Stomach 
is onely deviated from its wonted 
Operation (the Life continuing yet 
in its full ftrength) and produceth a 
malignant Acidity, or a putrify’d Bit- 
ternefs, &c. fo as that fometimesbue 
Belches favour of rotten Eggs, of o- 
ther Corrupt preternatural Savours? 
this I fay, may by Remedies be hel¬ 
ped and amended. :

$ 85. What hath been faid con¬ 
cerning theSmell and Tafte, the fame 
muil alfo be averted concerning the 1 
Sight, or Senfe of feeing, viz. that it 
confifts of Male and female, that is 
of a fiery and watery Efience: For 
when a Perfon that is lively and vi¬ 
gorous rubs his Eyes by Night in the 
Dark, he may perceive as it were, 
fiery Sparks to proceed from them; 

Pf which more may be feep $ 9. 
From which Infiances it is evident, 
that there is a living fiery Efience in 
pur Eyes, and when-ever this fails, 
and the Apple of the Eye becomes „ 
enlarged, Blindnels follows. 

5 * 84, And as there is fuch a fiery 
living Efience in our Eye-fight, fothk 
Senfe confifis alfo of a female watery 
Efience, which in the Eye is three¬ 
fold r The firft Water of the Eye is 
‘ called Humor Aqueus, or the Watery 
" Moi/fure, which when loft may be re* 

, ftor’d 
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Bor’d again,* for when a Perfon is fo 
hurt or wounded, as that this Water 
comes to be fpilt, the fame after fome 
time may be reftor’d, and his Eye 
perfe&ly cured. The fecond Water 
called Humour Cryftullinus , or the 
Gryffolljme Humour^ which hath its 
place in the Eye behind the firft Wa¬ 
ter, is fomewhat cloudy and nervous, 
as may be perceived by fullering the 
Eye of an Ox or Calf to be frozen, 
for thgn by tpeans of a Magnifying* 
glafs, this Moifture is perceiv d to be 
nervous or finewy, fo that it feems 
to be, as it were the Brain of the Eye, 
fo which the Images are received. 
And behind this fecond is found a 
third, called Hunter Vitreus t or the 
GlaffyHumour; either of which latter 
beintf hqrt, render the Eye defe¬ 
ctive. ' ; . 

♦ Neither are thefe three. Humours 
onely required fo ViCon, but alfo the 
Eyedids, which are furnilh’d with a 
imall Griftle, in that part where the 
Hairs grow, which afford ftrength to

Sight alfo becomes debilitated. 

$ 85. In order to the obtaining of 
a right Apprehenfion or Image ofthe 
thing that is feen, two Eyes are re; 
quifite,* for as much as without them 
both, no due Image can be formed ; 
befides Experience thews,, that with 
one Eye we can onely look flrait for¬ 
wards, and pannot fo well difcover 
the Breadth of a place, as we can 
with both Eyes ; therefore one of 
our Eyes mud be adtive or mafculine, 
and the other paffive or feminine, 
that is,the Right-eye makes an oblique 
Line, which interfedfcs the Right-line 
of the Left-eye. For if both the Eyes 
made two flrait Lines, we fhould fee 
two things at once, but this not be¬ 
ing fo, confequently both our Eyes 
ihiift unite in one point; for other- 
wife it would be impoffible for us 
immediately to meafure any diftance 
by our Eyes, if they’did not like a 
re&angular triangte, unite in one 
Point. ’

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And like as the outward Sight con* 
centers in one Point, fo the. internal 
Sight becomes united in the Brain, as 
all the other Senfes.

S uch as the Fruit of the Womb, as 
ng as it is not ifeparate from the Mo¬ 
ther, is preferved by the Mothers 
life, confequently the life of the 
Mother hath Dominion over it ; in 
like manner as after the Birth, the 
Life of e^ery Creature doth rule and 
govern its own Body, which Porti¬ 
ons will be fpund true in all their 
parts, by thofe who fhall take a view 
of Nature in its whole extent.

ter-narural Love caufeth a D/fternper 
or Diforder in him, and his Own 
Image; which he is in love With for

&km, - whereupon this Difotdefc* muft 
necdlstrily follows FOrallthingSthar 
arc not advanced towards their PerC 
fedkion, but Are kept back in their 
elaborating of themfelves, muft bT 
neceffity work! in a Otofs and contra¬ 
ry Manner/ feeing that the Operati¬ 
on’or-Adivity of Spirits is never at a"

^d-Accordingly we fee, that many 
Perfonsuho before 1 were very beau- 
tiMl, ar mada* deformed by the- 
Smallpox.' It'hatpins alfo fometimes, 
that i #hen' Parent have • been* eha- ' 
ofpbrtf of their iowhlm^ge/- the ftid 
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disorderly Operation is not a&uated 
but in their Children, and is theCauie 
of their having the Small-pox. At 
other times it happens that the Small¬ 
pox is got by a Fright, from another 
that hath this Diftemper; by which 
Fearfukiefs or Fright the Spirits that 
he receives from the lick Perfon, 
work the fame Difeafe in him; be- 
caufe by his Fear and Frightfulnels, 
he hath fubje&ed himfelf unto them. 
And therefore we fee that Perfons, 
that are not at all fcarfull, do con¬ 
vert? with fuch lick Perfons, with¬ 
out ever receiving any (ipknels from 
them; becaufe tney rule over the, 
Spirits they receive from the lick, 
and force them to comply with the 
regular Motion of their own Spirits.

they grow out of the Skin. 

Magnifying-glafles inform us, that 
the Hairs are tranfparent, and full of 
little Holes like a Cane, which give 
forth a kind of fatnefs, as hath been 
found by Experience; the Hairs be¬ 
ing as it were the Roots of Man , which 
'attraft ftrength and virtue , and com¬ 
municate the fame unto him. 

Experience alfa • informs us, that 
New-born Children have but little 
Hair; and that Girls and Boys have 
no Hair on their! Privy Members, till 
they be of ftrength to generate. It 
is found alfo, that thole who have 
weakned their Life through Debau¬ 
chery, or have had it impaired by 
long ficknefs, have; their Hair cofne 
off So likewife Women in Child¬ 
bed* and Beafts thdf JiaVe Caft their 
Y6ung, fomefimes drop their 
•Hair, and Wool, which will be moth- 
eaten ; r becaufe their Life in part is 

Young, wfiere- 
Jbte'fhfii’ ftrength* diiittriilfeed. 
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*hat they can no longer fuppdrt and 
preierve their Hair from falling. 
Others again (ashath already been? 
Mentioned ) being combed in the 
Dark, Sparks: bf Fire have been feen 
to proceed from their Hair.; And 
there are ■’Others, whofe Hairs will 
rife an end upon any great Fright, 
or like oecafions. 

Fromall which particulatiwe make 
this Remark, that like as all our Memr 
bersdo give forth and receive Spirits, 
fc the fame is true of our Hairs alio ; 
and accordingly we find, that com¬ 
monly Per ions who are engag’d in 
very deep and ferious Thoughts, are 
either bare-headed, or have but loose 
flight Covering on their Heads-; be* 
caafe by this means they get more 
ikeagrb for Rudy and meditation. 
Which reafon may be applied to 
1 Cor. 11. 4, 5. where an Injun&ion 
is laid .upon Men, to prophecy Toich 
their. Heads uncovered. 

ft follows alfofrom whafchathbeen 
laid, that the Hair commumcafes great 
force and firength, which jsconbrm- 

cd 
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ed alfo by a common A&ion of Per* 
Tons in extream Grief and Defpair, 
who pluck rheir Hair from their 
Heads, to make themfelves weak and 
ftrengthlefs, though they know not 
why they do it j vte. to bring them- 
felves to reft and quiet, and to wea¬ 
ken the Image, which doth put them 
into fo high a Diftemper and Diforr 
der. The Scripture alfo witnefleth 
concerning Sampfon; that his ftrength 
was in his Hair. The great power 
and ftrength of the Hair is like wife 
Confirmed to us, by thofe who have 
their Hair coming down their Fore¬ 
heads in a Peak, who are found to be 
ftrobg, and much in Thoughts, and 
fludious ; and becaufe they have too 
much ftrength in their Heads, there¬ 
fore it is that many of thefe grow di* 
ftra&ed one time of the Year. 

S ioaV And like as our Hair is not 
of the fame form and qualities in aU 
parts of our Bjdies ; fo chey have in 
every Part or Member a different 
Virtue and Operation; For we find 

that 
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'that young Men, as foon as they be¬ 
gin to have a Beard, do attain the 
ilrength of being able to generate their 
like, Andbecaufe Women are recep¬ 
tive onely and paflive, and not adtive 
as the Men are, .therefore it is that 
they have no Beard. And it is upon 
the lame account that Eunuchs have 
no Beards, and have but a. weak 
Voice, as it were without any Life 
.or Vigour; it being obferved, that 
when young Men get Beards their 
Voice grows more ftrong, brisk, and 
lively ; becaufe the Hair of the Beard 
doth lirengthen and invigorate the 
Speech of Men. So that we find 
there is an Agreement, Correfpoff- 
denceand Harmony between the Hair 
of the Beard, the Members appointed 
for Generation, and the Voice. la 
like manner we experience, t ha t 
when the little Hairs of the Eye-lids 
do fall, it occafions a weaknefs of 
fight, which is an evident Argument 
that they contribute Ilrength to 
them.

enabled to find out the Caufes ofDi- 
feales, and according to the lame a- 
dapt their Medicines; efpecially af¬ 
ter that in -the fecond part of this 
Difcourfe, they lhall have taken a 
View of their Virtues and Properties 
of Medicaments, or means of curing' 
Difeafes. •
